Smokeless Powder. 

So far perfection has not been 
reached with any of the smokeless 
powders. ‘They do not keep well and 
have a tendency to absorb moisture, 


the result being a change in the rate

Copenhagen with tree-felling for mil-

Twelve 
bodies have been recovered, many of 
which were charred beyond recogni- 
tion, and others were fearfully muti- 
lated. 

Fifteen soldiers are receiving atten- 
tion at the hospital, many of whom 
are seriously, and one fatally, wounded, 
and a number of civilians were hurt 
considerably. 

- Fully three-quarters of the town was 
destroyed, and seven-eiguths of the 
inhabitants are homeless.

It is the will written upon 
parchment, of a.noble Egyptian of the 
name of Sekiah, in which the testator 
states that he leaves allebis property 
to his brother, a priest of Osiris. A sec- 
ond piece of writing was also found, in 
which Sekiah commends his little 
daughter to his brother's care, and in 
which he states that he wishes her, 
upon attaining her majority, to have 
full control of her own money matters.

THAT JACKET STRIKE. 


How a Mill Man and Sma!i Deal- 
ers Were Victimized. 
The Virginia Chronicle of the 9th 
inst. says: Rumors of a high grace 
ore strike in Yellow Jacket have been 
current on the street for several days, 
and a Chronicle representative inter- 
viewed Superintendent Sharon this 
morning to ascertain whether the 
rumors were founded upon fact. Mr. 
Sharon said that in advancing a raise 
above the 500 level in the Confidence 
mine a streak of ore was struck, the 


principal composition of which is lead 
and iron, and to the inexperienced eye 
looks as though it would assay $200 a 
ton, whereas $5 a ton is about the 
average assay value. 

This base ore was thrown over the 
waste-dump at the mine and collected 
by some boys, who sold it toa Six-mile 
Canyon mill owner for $50aton. The 
mill owner expected to realize a 
handsome profit from the purchase, 
but after crushing several tons of it he 
was astouished to find nothing but 
iron in the bottom of his amalgamat- 
ing pans. 

The boys who found the ore on the 
waste-dunip confided the secret that a 
rich ore development had been made 
in the Yellow Jacket and exhibited 
specimens of the glittering base metal 
to a number of smal! local mining 
stock dealers, who invested in Yellow 
Jacket shares and have been quietly 
whispering to their friends that that 
stock is a ‘‘good buy.”’ 


CARRIED BY THE WIND. 


Dust Formations From 100 To 
300 Feet Deep. 
Water is not the only physical agent 
concerned in carrying the earth’s solid 
materials from place to place, modern 
investigations proving that the dust 
carried by the wind produces astonish- 
ing changes in the configuration of the 


land. The thick deposits covering 
ancient ruins are now believed to have 
been largely brought by the air. A 
French geographer, M. Violet d’ Aoust, 
after referring to Richthofen’s descrip- 
tion of a vast aerial svil formation in 
China, mentions having seen on the 
filacks of high mountains in Mexico 
¢lay strata not deposited by the waters 
nor by the decomposition of the rocks, 
buat produced by the dust raised from 
the plains by the winds and left on the 
hills. These deposits vary from 100 
to 300 feet in thickness, growing finer 
with increase in hight, and ceasing at 
the limit of vegetation.

SPOONS AND Forks ~*~“ ! 


A Few Hundred Years | Every Body 
Ate with the ~— 

The sovereign or grandee of the Mid- 
dle Ages, seated in front of his flat 
plate, cut his food with a knife only, 
forks having not yet appeared among 
the utensils of the table. ‘Tie history 
of the knife begins in the darkness of 
prehistoric days, when the ‘Wuropean 
savage made himself axes of stone. 
Each century, almost each generation, 
tried to improve the knive, and the 
medimval diner, whose habits like 
those of Gaston de Foir, were some- 
what peculiar, could even indulge in 
using his own pocket knife in prefer- 
ence to the article supplied hy his host 
Later the knife handles were adorned 


with fanciful -arvings, the music and | 


words of church hymns were cut into 
them, their size and shape varied al- 
most infinitely, and slowly they ar- 
rived at their present stare of perfec- 
tion. 

The palm of the hand was tho spoon 
of primitive man. Then came the reign 
of the shell from the sea-shore: but 
whilein ancient Rome and Greece and 
on the banks of the Nile the tull blown 
spoon was flourishing, the shell, modi- 
fied by the addition of a tiny handle, 
was still the highest form of spoon this 
side of the~ Alps evenin the fifteepth 
century. Gradually the handle grow, 
became flatter and more shapely, and 
behold, when Louis XV. reigned over 
France, the modern silver spoon, with 
dainty decorations, had hecome de 
rigueur. 

The vocabularies of ancient Greece 
have no name equivalent for the term 


| “fork,” nordo later dictionaries supply 


the deficiency, consequently it may be 
assumed that they used ‘‘father Adam's 
fork” only, notwithstanding the fact 
that on a number of celebraved French 
paintings depicting scenes from Greek 
history or mythology men and women 
are armed with forks which might have 
come from the shop of a modern silver- 
smith. And so entirely was evon 
France devoted to its manner of eating 
by the sole assistance of its fingers, 
where spoon or knife would not suflice, 
that the first forks brought across the 
mountains at the end of the fifteenth 
century were received with undisguised 
repugnance. Fruit only waseaten with 
forks, and when, in 1611, Tom Coryat 
brought some of the tridents from Italy 
the Britisher looked upon him in utter 
stupefaction and dubbed him “fursiver” 
—that is, the man of the fork.— 
Revue de Famille. 


A GRIST FOR THE GARDEN. 


PHOSPHATE fertilizers of all kinds are 
good for fruits. 

RASPBERRIES should be set out very 
early in the spring and need a rich, loose 
soil. 

THE size and quality of fruit for one 
season can often be increased by root 
pruning. 

SPRINKLING copperas on the ground 
under the grape vines is considered a 
good remedy for the rot. 

QUINCES need severe pruning. In 
many cases the trees should be pruned 
from one-third to one-half. 


YOUNG trees especially are often badly 
injured, if not ruined, by being a!lowed 
to bear fruit too carly, or to over! ar. 

UNLESS grapes are trimmed without 
delay it may do them injury to cut them 
back later on. All vanmeties of grape 
vines should be trimmed early. 

HEeAuLTuy, thrifty, growing fruit trees 
that bear no fruit can often be improved 
by root-pruning. Dig a trench around 
the tree, so as to cut off part of the 
roots. 

Tur melons prefer a light, sandy soil 
and plenty of manure. They will not 
thrive during a wet season, or where thea 
ground is damp. Until they begin to 
run they should be kept clear of grass 
and weeds; but they will need only 
slight attention after they cover the 
ground. 

WHILE the weather is dry the roots of 
plants will quickly dry if exposed. It 
is best to pour a little water around the 
roots of plants that are transplanted, as 
as it will prevent many of them from 
wilting. If the ground below the sur- 
face is quite damp this precaution is not 
necessary. 

To raise cucumbers and protect them 
from flying insects, place the rows five 
feet apart and the seeds one foot apart 
in the rows. Place two by six scantiing 
on each side of the rows, and cover with 
mosquito netting. The plants wiil have 
more room by not being ‘‘cluttered up” 
in hills. 

In planting raspberry tips, great ad- 
vantage has been fongpd in leaving them 
until new growth has put forth four to 
six inches. When removed only a short 
distance they are taken up with a ball 
of earth. The growth for the season is 
much greater than when transpianted 
previous to the bursting of the buds. 
In case it is desirable to send them 
a long distance, the roots should be 
puddled in moderately thick clay-mortar, 
and laid out to drip and partially dry o¢f 
the surface before packing.
